CHICAGO (UP) —SUite's; Attor- 


ney Benjamin S. Adamowski dis- 
closed today that a discrepancy in 
a $55 real estate tax Item led to

$4,500,000 tax scandal. 


Adamowski, a self-styled "politi- 


cal maverick" Who jumped from 
the Democratic to the Republican 
party, predicted that the develop- 
ing scandal will "blow the lid oft" 
the Democratic-controlled county 
building.
